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ConnorsLittle'Con Game

T HE Stalwarts—as the corporation Republicans are called in 
Wisconsin—r-were right when they claimed against the prim¬ 
ary election law, that it gave a decided advantage to the rich 
man. 

Of course the Stalwarts did not say this because they liked the 
poor people, but because it was cheaper to buy up the delegates to 
a Republican convention than it is to befuddle tbe mass of the voters. 

Yet the Stalwarts were right as to the advantage. The rich man 
toon with the primary law. The corporation Republicans simply com¬ 
bined with the business element of the Halfbrccds—who are more or 
less corporation men themselves—for the control of the Republican 
party. They easily bought or cajoled enough Halfbrecd j>oliticia’ns 
to win out—"hands down". 

W. D. Connor, a millionaire lumberman of Marshfield — himself 
the head of a big corporation—is now the leading spirit of the Repub¬ 
lican party. Connor was the chairman of the Halfbrccd State Central 
Committee of Wisconsin and a LaFollette man. It is said tliat he had 
ambitions to go to the United States Senate, and that these ambitions 
were thwarted by the fact that LaFollette accepted the toga. At any 
rate he was not willing to follow LaFollette when the latter made pre¬ 
parations to keep up the fight "against the corporations” until the bit¬ 
ter end—that is, until Lafollette could get the nomination for presi¬ 
dent. 

* » * 

And it, was a spirited and interesting fight that took place in Madi¬ 
son last Tuesday. The Stalwarts and the Connor faction won by a 
majority of 71 to 47. W. D. Conrfor was elected chairman of the 
Republican State Committee against W. H. Dick, the LaFollctte can¬ 
didate. 

So much is certain anti settled. The StaKvart-Connor combina¬ 
tion not only has the majority of nominations on the Republican ticket 
for the state and legislature, but they arc also in complete possession 
of the Republican machine. 

And LaFallettc, on this occasion, had also the great mortifica¬ 
tion of seeing his other millionaire friend, Isaac Stevenson of Marin¬ 
ette (“Uncle Ike") in the enemy’s camp. 

Material interests of classes liave again proven to be at the bottom 
of all politics —as they really should be. 


This combination of the Stalwarts and the “Con-men” was 
only victorious by getting enough men from the LaFollette camp to 
desert their middle class leader and go in with the corporations and 
capitalists. 

But these men know LaFollette well enough not to drive him to 
desperation. Their majority, it is true, was 71 to 47 in the conven¬ 
tion. Yet Bob LaFollctte is still a great power with certain middle 
class people up state, and with the farmers. 

So the Stalwarts and Con-men thought it advisable to give La 
Folletje a sop as far as the platform is concerned. 

And LaFollctte, who is no little of a "Con-man” himself, gladly 
accepted it. All he wants now is to save his face and gain time. 

The Stalwart-Connor combination could well afford to offer him 
the make up of the platform so much *hc nv>rc willingly since they not 
only won on the nomination of the state ticket, but they also control 
the legislature. 

And as Flannigan of Texas -says. “What’s the constitution 
among frinds?” And what is a platform of a capitalist party among 
the office-seekers and office-holders? A jest, to be mentioned oc¬ 
casionally between drinks. 

• • • 

And so the Stalwart-Connor combine light-heartedly adopted 
planks for the control of all public service corporations, for the regu¬ 
lation 61 their charges and services, for a constitutional amendment to 
permit the passage of a graduated income tax, for the regulation of 
stock and bond issues of public service corporations to prevent wa¬ 
tered stock, for state aid for highways, and even in favor of the en¬ 
actment of legislation which will enable any city or village to own its 
public utilities and to apply the principle of eminent domain in ac¬ 
quiring existing plants. 

' "If it is planks LaFollctte is after,” said a Stalwart during a 
recess, “he can have as many planks as he wants. Connor is a lumber 
man.” 

Quite a joke, is it not? 

• • * 

But the "con-game” is plain enough. 

It is clear enough to anybody that the Republicans of Wiscon¬ 
sin can never fulfil these promises without cutting off quite a number 
of the branches of the tree on which capitalism is sitting. And it is also 
clear that these planks were adopted because ttadicutenants of LaFol- 
lette pointed to the Social-Democrats and the (Ungers of Socialism, 
which can only be met by promises oi public ownership. 

It is easy to predict that not one of these measures will be 
passed by the next legislature, unless at least 36 Social-Democrats 
are elected. Such an event might scare even the Stalwarts into doing 
something. But we do not expect to elect three dozen Social-Demo¬ 
cratic legislators this time. And therefore we do not expect any such 
legislation. 

And we are safe in saying that LaFollette does not expect it 

What LaFollette does expect, and what undoubtedly is going to 
happen, is that the Stalwart-Connor crowd will do nothing except 
draw their salaries and help the big capitalists. And that two yean 
hence, Senator Robert M. LaFollctte will again have a chance to 
travel from one county fair to another through the length and 
breadth of the state of Wisconsin and to point out that his friends 
the “Con-men" have not lived up to the platform, and that therefore he, 
LaFollette, must be put into power again. He himself could not live 
up to this platform as a Republican. But he will always have a chance 
to say that the Stalwarts “did not let him.”

Being a patched affair, the Republican platform is badly written 
—Incongruous and incoherent—LaFollctte evidently did not do the job 
himself. * 

And the worst of it is, that if’ the vital part of the platform 
—that is, the control of all public service corporations and fixing 
the rates through government commissions—is carried out, all the 
public service corporations will be m politics more than they ever have 
been before. 

If state commissions will have die right to say how much the 
public corporations are to charge for car fare, electric light, for 
gas, etc., tnen it will be a questionof life and death for the corpora¬ 
tions to see who is to act on these commissions. 

The control oi the public service corporations by the commission 
will then, as a rule, mean the control of the commission by the public 
service corporations. 

There Is only one solution of this question— public ownership of 
public utilities. 

The Republican platform promises even that. But oi course the 
Republicans have promised it, at least in Milwaukee, as far back 
as 189S. And they surely will not try it until state regulation has 
been “tested" and they are compelled b^) the “agitators" to take an¬ 
other step. , Jr

Yet we welcome off’such "radical talk" in the Republican and 
Democratic platforms. As little as it means, it sets their ovr. voters 
thinking. 

Besides, legislative enactments of this kind, if carried through, 
make fearful holes in the theory of die "socredness" oi the rights oi

“Stop Thief!” cries the thief who 
is afraid he is about to Be detected 
and must divert attention from his 
own game. “Beware of Socialism!” 
shout the crew tliat arc plundering 
this government, in the hope of get¬ 
ting the people to look the other 
way. For instance, here is a sen¬ 
tence from N ice 1 ‘rcs. Fairbanks' 
s]>cach at Chicago, when the cor¬ 
nerstone of the new city lia.ll was 
laid: 

“ Hie substitution of Socialism, 
either absolutely or in a modified 
form, would be to strike down the 
best political system which has been 
thus far devised by the genius or 
wit of man, and it would under¬ 
mine and overthrow the last hope of 
the lovers of republican govern¬ 
ment in this world.” 

That “best political system” is a 
mxxl joke, ali right, ft has made 
Washington a sinkhole of iniquity 
and the United States senate a mil¬ 
lionaires' club house. It's lunnv 
also to see the politicians of the 
Fairbanks breed squirm at the very 
thought of Socialism. They see 
their “finish” if Socialism gets bold 
of_ people’s minds and morals. And 
Socialism is getting hold of the pi 1 ] 
pie. or such fellows as the vi'e 
president would not be so excit; 'l 
over it I 

In glaring contradiction to the 
way the capitalist authorities fawn 
over the rich when they come with¬ 
in the pal^ of the law is the utter 
brutality with which they visit their 
contempt for tbe working class 
when they arc in trouble. Very few 
workingmen have bee*, arrested who 
were not prejudged by their jail¬ 
ors and insulted in a ruffianly way. 1 
The rule is: If you haven’t wealth 
you are presumably guilty. 

Some time ago an Iowa boy- 
fifteen years old went to Des 
Moines to get a start in life. He got 
employment in a restaurant, and 
when a circus came to town pieced 
out his salary by helping the men 
load. When the circus left town 
the management asked the police to 
arrest a lot of hangers-on and the 
young man was among those in¬ 
discriminately pounced upon. They 
did not believe his explanations, nor 
did the court give him any chance to 

Many a minister with a guilty 
conscience has preached a sermon 
on “Why the Workingman Docs 
not go to Church,” being very- care¬ 
ful of course, not to give the real 
reason. Sometimes they give the 
real reason without intending to. 
There are true hearts among the 
preachers as well as everywhere 
else, but also there are a lot of men 
in the ministry who are a libel on 
the cliaracter of Christ, and who. 
now that the church is so much at 
the mercy of money, succumb very 
willingly to the commercial influ¬ 
ences and become crafty preachers 
for the rich, masked defenders of 
privilege and therefore scolders of 
the working men. We are afraid 
that if Jesus were on earth today 
and took a church and tried to keep 
it above the mortgage, interest and 
building fund level, he would have 
sure defeat before him. Only a 
miracle could save him. He might 
get workingmen to church, but 
surely he would be deserted by the 
sleek front pew. head-the-subscrip- 
tion-list class, the class that never 
misses the chance to show off rich 
clothes on Easter and"that is ever 
ready to rub its own family memor¬ 
ies into the eyes of others via the 
stained memorial window routes. 

There is a preacher in Milwau¬ 
kee named tlie Rev. Enoch Perry. 
He has been a "success.” He has 
secured rich hacking, which is more 
than Jesus could do. 

He preached a sermon on why 
workingmen do not go to church, 
last Sunday, although that wasn't 
the real title of the sermon. His 
theme was the so-called "open 
shop.” The local Moldcrs’ strike 
was the matter under discussion. 
Some of the things he said arc 
worth the reading. Listen to this: 

“Seek the kingdom of God,” said 
Mr. Perry, “and you will have no 
labor problem, for you will ha-, e an 
increased wage and there will be no 
strike. What a blessing that would 
mean. For during the past four 
months men have been kept in bar¬ 
racks, behind pickets and bars, un¬ 
able to leave for their homes from 
fear of injury to life and limb. 

"Penitentiary in Milwaukee! Im¬ 
prisoned since May! Wives and 
children deprived of the presence 
and comfort of their husbands and 
fathers! Committed crime? No. 
The community would have known 
all about it if any crime had been 
committed, details would have been 
dished up at once. 

“But they wanted to work to sup¬ 
port the wife they had promised to 
care for and to feed the children 
God has given them. And the 
moktert' union aid, 'You stall not 
work, only as we dictate the condi¬ 
tions,’ hot, claiming the right of 
American citizens to follow the 
dictates of their own Consciences, 
they chose to work. They could not

The result is that to insure against 
personal violence, injury and loss of 
life they have been obliged to stay 
at the shops and factories, to be 
housed in barracks, not daring to 
leave for home at night or on the 
Sabbath. 

“And this in free America! In 
beautiful Milwaukee! And without 
r protest from the people, without 
an alarming or indignant cry from 
the press. But the people did not 
know, and do not know, the vast 
majority of thfm. of these condi¬ 
tions. Think tin it! Eighty men 
or more slugged, lira ten, pursued 
as villians, maltreated in tlie most 
shameful manner -by men in the 
same conditions in life I 

“And all because they want to 
work. Is that American ? Is there 
anything American about this idea 
that those who have control of the 
employment,, the control of the pro¬ 
duction, those wbo have tlie factor¬ 
ies, and those wbo have tbe capital, 
which are all necessary to produc¬ 
tion on a large scale, shall deny 
to other people than a favored few 
the opportunity to work for them.” 

When the Rev. Ferry preached 
the above sermon he had just re¬ 
turned refreshed from a nice vaca¬ 
tion of several wrecks, with his pay 
going on iust the same. He came 
back to a home made secure to him 
by his congregation. He walked 
to church, as o his wont, in silk 
tile and kid gloves, and full of the 
grace of God. It was hardly to he 
expected that a mar thus shielded 
from the fierceness of the struggle 
for existence could know much 
about what life means to the work¬ 
ing class, or ol. the reasons that 
force the workipgBit-n to combine 
in unions to protect themselves and 
families from the utter wolfishness 
and cannibalism of the capitalist 
system. It want hardly to be tx- 
jiected that he would be in touffi 
with the lives, the aspirations ai d 
the heroism of tbe wage workers, 
and also in toads with the spirit of 
human compassion and sympathy 
for the dispossessed of earth which 
marked the great heart of Him 
Wbo had not Where 'to Lay His 
Head, and which iled to his cruci¬ 
fixion as a disturlier of the 
“peace.” To a mind such as 
Ferry’s the main duty of the work¬ 
ingman or theYworking child is 
obedience to conditions as the capi¬ 
talist system makes them—they are 
"paid” for tbe work and must be 
“worthy of their hire." As to the 
fact that there is a strike of Mold- 
ers for hi lllf'ijHaliliiini and more 
humane hours, that does not enlist 
his sympathies .

I befter citizenship conditions, the 
I said strike-breakers are usually 
, boarded by the companies and kept 
as much as jiossibJc from mingling 
with tlie strikers for fear the strik¬ 
ers may be able to apjieal to their 
manhood and coax them to quit 
the role of strike-breaker. He would 
have it appear that the men were 
not safe to live in tlie ciLy of Mil¬ 
waukee. And as to tlie violence he 
cries over, he is careful to overlook 
the fact that only the strike-break¬ 
ers are armed and that men who 
have sunk so low as to lie willing 
to liclp break down a strike are 
usually ready to swagger alxxit like 
ruffians and brandish their fire 
arms, feeling they have the power¬ 
ful corporations back of them. As 
a matter of fact, these fellows have 
gone into saloons and clashed with 
sympathizers of the strikers and 
been set upon in consequence. Yet 
the Moldcrs’ strike has beep very 
free from brutality. The Allis- 
Chalmcrs people went into court 
with fifty affidavits about the con¬ 
duct of the strikers, most of them 
built up from strike-breakers' un¬ 
worthy teles, whilst the strikers 
presented nearly three hundred af¬ 
fidavits from merchants and citi¬ 
zens in the vicinity of the various 
shops testifying to their good be¬ 
havior in the face of an armed 
enemy. 

Mr. Perry wants the so-called 
open shop. If he knows anything 
about the labor movement he knows 
that this is the capitalists' method 
of campaign to break down trade 
unionism, or to render it useless. 
To cry for the open shop is usually 
the’ coward's wav of denouncing 
unionism itself, and yet never was. 
there a time when the right and the 
necessity of the working class to 
organize was so Universally con¬ 
ceded as the present. It is con¬ 
ceded that the workers have the 
same right to organize ?hat tlie 
capitalists have. 

Perry the man concerns us little. 
We would waste no space on him. 
But Perry the type is worth consid¬ 
eration. And the fact that this 
particular Ferry has a divided con¬ 
gregation and that he has the 
wealth faction of the church back 
of him, and that in particular a 
widow of great wc-.lth and many 
investments in manufacturing cor¬ 
porations is the main say-so of the 
congregation and inspires its anti- 
wniicingman atmosphere and runs 
its preacher, is not so different a 
situation from that of most con¬ 
gregations where Perrys are doing 
capitalistic service and selling 
Jesus.

In the acceptance of this office 
to which I have been elected, I 
desire to present briefly, the fol¬ 
lowing recommendations for your 
consideration: 

We should remcmlsr that the 
jicople who are the least governed 
are the licst governed, and that the 
principle object of all just laws 
should be the greatest ginxl to the 
greatest number. 

We are parlicuLu ly fortunate in 
this community, as thrre arc no 
class interests to be preserved, as 
every citizen is a worker and is of 
use to the community; and in order 
that this condition of affairs shall 
continue to exist, I recommend the 
adoption of the initiative and refer¬ 
endum, which is absolute democ¬ 
racy, or. in other words, a govern, 
menl of tile people, by 'he |ieojile, 
and for the people: and by such 
adoption we will lie able to prevent 
any |>crson or set of jiersons from 
petting control of any public func¬ 
tion. 

All public officials should .be 
elected by popular vote and sub¬ 
ject to recall by the people who 
elected them. Five tier cent, of the 
people shall have tile right to in¬ 
stitute any law and call for a vote 
for its acceptance cr rejection. 

A majority of tlic votes cast, in 
any election, shall be understood 
to lx- the will of the jieoplc. and 
should lie considered an imperative 
mandate; the violation of such man¬ 
date shall be sufficient cause for the 
removal of any official. 

I earnestly urge upon you t! 
necessity of insisting that every 
member of this community learn 
some useful trade. The best way that 
I know of to bring about the desired 
result, is by every indiv'dtial taking 
a course in the training school. It 
should lie our duty as officials to sec 
that no jicrson is deprived of the op¬ 
portunity to W'- r k, and also sc that 
every person gets the full prt duct 
of his toil. 

We sliould also lie careful not to 
create any office that is not abso¬ 
lutely necessary, as we, as workers, 
do not desire to sup|x>rt anyone 
whose services arc not useful to us.

The end of [the middle ages closed with two vicial revolutions, 
the cliaraci.-r of which has been hotly disputed. With some justice, 
Ferdinand 1 -a.ssaUr called the Peasant War a reactionary movement, 
dii fact, the rcvqluf nary manifestoes of the peasants express ideas 
and feelings which grew up in the times of the mark-community, 
when meadow*, rwc* 'Is. pastures and waters still liclongcd to the peas¬ 
ants. The peasantr declared the ownership of the land to be a neces¬ 
sary condition for ' Very individual taking |>art in the government of 
the country. “That every one should demand a pan in it because he is 
a man, because he - an intelligent being, without any ownership of 
land—that did not please the peasants at all!" 

The unsuccessi.il rebellion of the knights had a most decidedly 
reactionary characi r. They wanted to put back into the rigid con¬ 
ditions of the middle ages the fresh and vigorous productive powers 
of rising capitalism. The knights’ hostility to capital expressed it¬ 
self in their incessant fights with tlic cities, the scats of the new capi¬ 
talistic merchant class. They rebelled against the “pepper sacks”* 
and made war on tlic growing "monopolists,"the Fuggers, thcWelsers, 
etc.** . Their revolutionary politics aimed at the establishment of a 
democracy of the nobility. 

The collapse of the feudal system of production after this took 
an essentially different form in Germany than in France. In France, 
the nobility, the true representative of the feudal industrial system, 
was violently overthrown. In Germany the nobleman himself, m 
his own interest, overthrew tliat system. By means of agrarian legis¬ 
lation favoring the peasants, he disappropriated entire classes of peas¬ 
ant serfs and turro d them into free agricultural laborers. The pure 
class egoism of the nobleman is stanqied upon the emancipation of 
the serfs in Prussia 

In Germany, unlike France, the process of revolutionizing feudal¬ 
ism into capitalism proceeded actually at a snail's pace. Wc can

The most characteristic expression 
of the present economic system is the 
trust and the monopoly. 

Electricity, steam, and many mod¬ 
ern inventions have struck the death 
Mow at production on a small scale. 
Competition has wiped out competi¬ 
tion. Production on a Urge scale 
makes monopoly a necessary condi¬ 
tion. The trust ami the monopoly 
arc here, whether wc wish it or not. 
lhe only question is whether they 
shall be public or private monopolies. 

Private monopoly is a curse to the 
nation. Thus we sec the coal trust 
making untold millions out of the 
sufferings of the poor, the oil trust 
oiling up the greatest fortune the 
world has ever seen upon the ruins 
of innumerable small dealers and in 
defiance of all laws and courts of 
justice, the meat trust sending thous¬ 
ands of unsuspecting human beings 
to an early grave by selling diseased 
meat simply to make dividends and 
heap up millions. Similar statements 
could be proven against all the other 
trusts. 

Therefore the Social-Democratic 
party demands that the production of 
this country shall hr taken away from 
the control of a small number of ir¬ 
responsible men, whose only aim is 
to exploit us to the last limit of our 
endurance, without regard to human 
life or welfare. 

There is no relief to be expected 
Irom any of the old parties. 

Formerly, the Republican party was 
the favorite political organization of 
capitalism, while the Democratic 
party stood for the middle clasi. But 
since the trusts have bought the Dem¬ 
ocratic party, there is no difference 
between the two.

A hand*. steeUne Btlle pamphlet le 
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scarcely speak of any violent, catastrophe-like overthrow of feudal 
conditions of production in Germany. 

Little enough should we say about these two so characteristic eco¬ 
nomic revolutions, if we described them both with the phrase: “In 
Germany and in I'rance the powers of product m were in contradic¬ 
tion to tlte conditions of production, and an epoch of social revolution 
ensued.” Every definition, ery peculiarity of these historic evcrtftf 
would thus be completely wiped out by such a description. 

This revolution in Germany ha d an entirely different character 
from the revolution in France. Can wc seriously characterize as a 
revolution the slow creeping changes of tlic feudal system, moving 
within the limits of the law. which took place in Prussia from the time 
of the abolition of serfdom until the bourgeois revolution? In fact, 
even in the transformations of the .et-fol order since 1R48 we scarcely 
detect even a breath of revolution. la Germany there was a slow adap¬ 
tation of the conditions of production to the forces of production. 

Wc have now. with a bird's eye view of history, jiasscd from the 
middle ages proper to the unchaining of the forces of production. Let 
us proceed, and now direct our steps to that country in which the 
forces of production, were developed as in a hot-house: Old Eng¬ 
land. 

In spite of all prophecies, here the forces of production to this 
day have not burst assumlcr the conditions of production. 

The forces of production outgrew society, so Marx and Engels. 
declared, more than sixty years ago. Ami lo, an amazing, fabulous 
develojimcnt of tile productive forces began. 

The forces of production liad outgrown society, so taught many 
Social-Democratic thenrizers 35 years ago m the eventful epoch of 
the great panic. And the forces of production nevertheless grew and 
expanded lit* • giants. 

The forces of production liad outgrown society, so said the Erfurt 
Program in our days (in 1891). The forces of production however 
strode forward at a double-quick pace. 

Up to the present time, the forces of production have not. yet 
thrust their unyielding limbs against tlic immovable bounds of.capital¬ 
istic conditions of property. Capitalistic industry has just outgrown 
its leading strings. And laving just learned how to walk, it still has 
half of the civilized world for its playground. 

From the history of panics, Rosa Luxemburg, in her little book 
“Social Reform or Revolution,” shows that until now the sudden ex¬ 
pansion and not the contraction of the field of capitalistic business has 
led to commercial crises. The "Marxian theory of how crises are 
formed, she thinks, only applies to a completely developed capitalistic 
system, "where the world narket is presupposed as something fixed 
and definite. Only then can crises repeat themselves from the in¬ 
ward. proper movement of the process of production and distribution, 
without the external impulse of a sudden shock to the conditions of 
production or of the market, as is understood by the analysis of Marx. 
If wc consider the present economic conditions, we must certainly 
admit that we nave not yet entered on that stage of perfect capital¬ 
istic maturity which is presupposed by the Marxian theory of tlie 
[leriodicity of crises. The world market is included in this develop¬ 
ment.” 

Now in previous crises Marx ami Engels discovered just this con¬ 
tradiction between the forces of production and the conditions of pro¬ 
duction. .Already in the year 1848 the history of industry and com¬ 
merce had been to them “for decades”—"the history of the uprising of 
the modem forces of production against the modem conditions of 
production, against the conditions of property, which arc the necessary 
conditions of life for the bourgeoisie and their rule.” 

But now it is said—and surely with justice—that the forces of 
production have, not up to this day run against immovable barriers. 
To these unbridled forces immense avenues c*I yet standing open. 
Indeed in our technically highly developed society, some individual 
contradictions between the forces and conditions of production will 
not be fatal. Economic breakdowns in the nature of catastrophes, 
violent explosions of the conditions of production, hitherto have sel¬ 
dom played an important part in the history of humanity. 

Tlic dwarfish character of the means of production in the earlic 
stages of vicial development curbed and checked the forces of pro¬ 
duction. There is no iron law of history that the powers of production 
in anv age must burst by force the conditions of production.

Good people with the best in¬ 
tentions sometimes avoid Socialism. 
They have been told tliat it is ma¬ 
terialistic and they are afraid it 
would lack in moral tone. But for 
a glimpse at Socialist ethics let us 
make a comparison. 

There is a story. ior lioys in a 
Sunday school (taper The lioys 
li'or/d of July 21, 1906. It is en¬ 
titled. “The House that lack Built." 

The story is tliat of a ixtor Ger¬ 
man emigrant Ixtv of fifteen who 
went out to find work with a truck- 
gardener near Chicago. On his 
first application he was assaulted 
with coarse, heartless words from 
the gardener's wife. She set him 
to work without food, though he 
told her tliat he had not eaten since 
noon the day before. Beth the 
farmer and his wife treated the toy 
roughly and made him work long 
hours for his board alone. For 
food they gave him black bread, 
water and a piece of Giicago 
sausage. 

At the end of the first week the 
child found a new master, where he 
got a little wages as well as his 
board. 

Now a Socialist would-never 
have gone by tliat passage without 
moralizing. He would have de¬ 
plored a system of human society 
tliat could pioduce such hard¬ 
hearted wretches as were this 
farmer pair. A Socialist would have 
taught tliat conditions sha|>e peo¬ 
ples' ideas and ethics, and that 
when any are found '.liat are gross¬ 
ly heartless, the conditions are 
largely to blame. That an infinite 
God, a Maker of all men made none 
perverse. Then a Socialist would, 
nave deplored the fact that any 
poor child had to subsist on such 
food, and insisted that plenty of 


Sunday. This again according to 
Socialist morals is an outrage. A 
toy at that age stould itave long 
hours of sleep and rest. 

Sunday afternoon this Jack, who 
was a marvel in his way, -for ac¬ 
cording to die story he was alive 
and thriving on such f.iod and keep, 
used to study English and arith¬ 
metic. Just think of what an out¬ 
look on life a toy could get from 
study on Sunday afternoon only! 
I mean a real live toy now, not one 
in a story. Why to give to our 
growing children the benefits of the 
accumulated, wisdom of the ages is 
the problem of a whole army of 
school men and women—profes¬ 
sors, teachers of pedagogy, etc. 
They will tell you tliat regular sys¬ 
tematic training is necessary. They 
give regular school, high school, 
and college courses to their own 
children, and so docs every 
minister. Sunday School teacher 
and writer, and churchman in the 
world whenever they can. It needs 
not be said that the best among 
them make all sorts of personal 
sacrifices to keqi their own chil¬ 
dren well fed, comfortably c'othcd 
and housed and in school until they 
have finished college courses. They 
advise their friends to do the same; 
and this eighteen hours a day for 
six days in the week on bread and 
watei diet with an afternoon study 
on Sunday would only be thought 
of for poor emigrant boys. 

A school teacher procured for 
Jack a book on totonv and several 
important works on gardening. Just 
what use they would be to a real 
toy who had so little time, you may 
learn by asking any teacher of 
totonv what progress toys of Jack's 
age make even when they have all 
their time for study. But the 
Writer of the tale leaves you to in¬ 
fer that Jack got the verj kernel 
of what there was in these tomes, 
for he says that by the t : mc the 
youth was nineteen yea: s old he 
was known throughout the whole 
farm ' region.

as that ]ast feeding of “workhouse 
brats" to the factories does to us. 
But the new measure of what is 
humane cannot liccome established 
unless we know clearly what is hap¬ 
pening, and how and where the

EDITORIAL ETCHINGS. 

Ours is tlie country of unlimited capitalism, the country where 
the capitalist system has had a free field anti the greatest |kjs -tilde o|v- 
porhmity for development. Ft has had the greatest chance to prove 
its usefulness to mankind—anti certainly that should be the test of a 
social system—and it is now up for judgment. Is it good, or bad? 
1 >• tes it serve the people, or docs it harass them, and grind them under 
foot ? 

This question is well answered by the government census and 
other statistics which show that as early as i8ty> a mere one [ter cent 
of the population had gotten possession of over one-half of the 
xeealth. This shows that under the freest working of the capitalist 
system the lives of the great preponderating majority of the 
people are failures, in an economic sense. ’ . 

In almost all other directions tlte system is found wanting when 
weighed in the scales of justice and right and decency. Typical of 
the capitalist system is the modern city. It is in the city that we get 
a near view of capitalism in its workings. Svewiewed, how does it 
minister to the peace ami cotntort and welt bdng of humanity ? Just 
now a student of statistics named James Edgarsjh-own has been show¬ 
ing Chicago that it is the "worst city on carth.’’TTT* city like Chi¬ 
cago capitalism as a social system comes to almost full flower. There 
were, for instance, thirty-two cases of murder in Germany in the 
pad year, while in the United States there were nearly nine thousand. 
In Berlin, Germany, there were six murders, in C hicago tire handled 
ami twelve. Iri Germany graft is scarcely known; in this country, 
and in cities like Chicago it is an everv day diet. Presumably, when 
capitalism is as far advanced in Germany as here there will be the 
same evidence of its most benign effects.

Tlte Swedish Tratle Union Con¬ 
gress was hclil recently at Stock¬ 
holm with 475 delegates present. The 
central bodies of the tratle unions 
of Finland, Denmark, and N’or- 
u - were also represented by fra¬ 
ternal delegates. At the time of 
the last congress, three years ago, 
the Swedish unions numbered 39,-

The regular quarterly meeting of 
the executive council of the Amer¬ 
ican Federation of Labor was held 
this week. The financial rejiort for 
t)ic eleven months of the federa¬ 
tion's fiscal year showed the receipts 
to be §192,890, tlie balance on hand 
Oct. 1st, 1965, $114,265, making a 
total of $307,156. The expendi¬ 
tures for the eieven months were 
$206,7112, leaving the balance on 
hand Srpt. 1, of $100423. By as- 
sesment $51,738 has been raised 
and paid over to tlie International 
Typographical union to assist in its 
eight-hour fight. Secretary Mor¬

SKINNING THE CITIZENS! 

f ls it possible tliat the good old times are departing! 

The "good old times" when the easiest way to get 
rich quick was to be a contractor on city work and 
and then rob the city blind 1 In the hands of the

Henry Hasc. After leaving the common council lie was employed by 
the Pabst brewery, hut was let out—that's another story, which we nectl 
not discuss here. While in the council he had things pretty much his 
own way, for it was his style of citizen, his "ideals" of civic righte¬ 
ousness, that dominated that unsavory body. So great was he in the 
eyes of the grafters, that his portrait painted in oil and framed in 
gold was hung upon the walls of the council chamber, and hangs 
there yet! 

Even today whenever there is any skullduggery on foot in the 
council a franchise graft to be “given away,” it is a coincidence tliat 
Henry Hasc is almost alwavs on hand, playing the "good fellow” and 
keeping a weather eye on the proceedings. 

When tlic I’alist brewery decided " at it didn’t want Hase lie went 
back to contracting. One of his most recent city contracts was the 
paving of Mitchell street with brick and cement.

Grogan—an inspector of 
inspectors, think of it, ye honest Milwaukeeans I And Hase felt pros¬ 
perous and everything looked good. 

But there are a strange lot of citizens out that wav. They actually 
think that city work should be honest work, even if the contractor 
doesn't make as much "velvet" out of the people as he thinks he ought 
to. .And they- really watched. They watched the men, they watched 
the city insjiector jollying the men at work and doing most of-his “in¬ 
specting" at the liar of the nearest saloon along with Contractor Hase 
and at Hasc's expense. Ami they saw that the jo® was a crooked one
